Swarthy Little Italian 
Peeved When Cam­ 
eramen Are Not At 
Execution. 


WALKS TO DEATH 
IN HIS HARE KEET 


Raiford. Florida. March 20 (AP)— 
Giuseppe Zangara, the little Italian 
immigrant who hated all govern­ 
ments, was electrocuted at 9:15 a. rn. 
E S. T. today for murdering Mayor 
Anton J. Cermak, of Chicago, in an 
attem pt to assassinate 
President 
Roosevelt. 
He went to the chair with the 
Fame defiant calm he had main­ 
tained since the night he fired wild­ 
ly into a crowd assembled in Miami, 
February 15. to extend a greeting to 
the then president-elect, 
Dies in Bare Feet 
It was 9:11 a. rn. when he entered 
the death chamber barefooted and 
dressed 
In striped 
trousers and 
white shirt opened at the neck Two 
guards accompanied him but as he 
approached the chair Zangara said 
“Don't hold 
me. 
I no afraid 
of 
chair." 
Tile 
guards 
released him and 
Zangara took his seat as though he 
were sitting down for a lunch, first 
striding over to Superintendent L. 
F. Chapman and handing him a 
sheaf of papers on which he had in­ 
scribed “Here is that book I have 
been writing.” 
“I no afraid th at chair, see?" he 
repeated as he surveyed the 30 
witnesses and attendants in the 
room. And then as the straps were 
adjusted about his hands and legs 
“No camera man here? 
No one 
here to take picture?" 
“Lousy C apitalists” 
Superintendent Chapman replied 
“No” just lie fore the attendants 
placed the metal cap on Zangara's 
head. 
“Lousy 
capitalists I” 
Zangara 
shouted bitterly. 
Then he repeated “No pictures, 
capitalists! 
All 
capitalists, lousy 
bunch—crooks.” 
Attendants .started to complete 
preparations for the electrocution 
and Zangara said evenly "Good- j 
bye. Adios to all the world. Good­ 
bye." With his. feet not quite touch- | 
ing the floor and his head complete- I 
ly covered he then leaned back in 
the chair and relaxed to await the 
shocks. 
One of the guards who fixed the 
electrode stepped back and said in 
a quiet voice "All right, Joe.” With 
that signal Sheriff I>an Hurdle, of 
Dade county (Miami), walked be­ 
hind the chair and threw the switch 
that sent 2,300 volts through Zan- 
gara’s body ut 9:15. The little as­ 
sassin's body stiffened a t the first 
shock and his head gave a jerk 
upward. 
Rain Beata a Tattoo 
His hands clenched the chair. 
H ie current was turned off after 
three minutes and Zangara's body 
relaxed, slumping forward. Guards 
hastily released the straps about 
his arms and physicians stepped 
forward to make their examination. 
He was officially pronounced dead 
ut 9.27 a. rn. E. 8 . T. 
A heavy rain beat a tattoo on the 
flat tops at the prison building at 
the hour of the execution. National 
guardsmen with machine guns oc­ 
cupied strategic locations and kept 
close watch on all who approached.

nouncement as to what would be 
done with Zangara’s body. 
He has 
no known relatives iii the United 
States. 
He gave his age as in the 
early thirties. He was a naturalized 
citizen of the United States.

Miss Ercell Gashnier, 23, Beauty Parlor Man­ 
ager, Suffers Fractures Of Skull And Neck; 
Driver Attempted To Stop, Approaching 
Scene Of Wreck, Sunday Evening. 


TWO COMPANIONS ONLY SLIGHTLY 
INJURED; MACHINE IS WRECKED 


A comely youn# woman was killed instantly and her two 
companions were slightly injured when the h ig h -p o w ered 
roadster, owned by the former, skidded and crashed into a 
stout locust tree along the Lincoln highway, four miles east 
of here, at 9:40 o’clock, Sunday evening. 
Miss Ercell Gashnier, 23, York department store beauty 
parlor manager, suffered fractures of the skull and neck and 
died instantly. 
J. C. Robinson, 30, of York, who was driving Miss Cash­ 
mere machine, and Bandon Joyner, 24, also of York, es­ 
caped with lacerations about the face and head. 
Both were 
admitted to the Warner hospital, but discharged as patients 
today. 
( ar Skids Into Tree 
The accident occurred when Robinson, traveling east, 
applied the brakes to the big roadster to avoid crashing into 
two machines, about 400 feet ahead, damaged in a crash 
about ten minutes before. 
When Robinson applied the brakes, the heavy roadster 
swung around, skidded from the slippery highway and crash­ 
ed sideways into a locust tree. 
How Miss Gashnier, who was sitting between Robinson 
and Joyner, suffered tin* brunt of the impact is a question 
puzzling Corporal R. M. Stroh and Patrolman James G. War­ 
ren, of the local sub-station, who investigated the acci­ 
dent. 
Joyner was sitting on the side of the machine which 
struck the tree. 
He was thrown out at the time of the im­ 
pact or shortly before. 
He was found stunned a short dis­ 
tance away.

New York.—The advent of what 
is known (for want of a better ad­ 
jective) as a distinguished novel is- 
on occasion for bell-ringing in any 
time—particularly now.

The book really is distinguished- 
It is set apart most obviously by its 
unhackneyed locale, the interior of 
Florida.

Sportsmen in many sections of 
the state are planning stream im­ 
provement projects, Oliver M. Dei- 
bler, fish commissioner, said today. 
Reports from wardens indicate that 
fishermen this year will take an ac­ 
tive part in the movement for better 
fishing. 
Drought during the past two years 
served to emphasize, perhaps more 
than any other factor, the necessity 
of providing better living conditions 
for trout in meadow and mountain 
streams. 
The stream improvement 
idea advocated by the fish commis­ 
sion is regarded as an effective 
method for bettering trout fishing of 
the future. 
Increased stocking of 
legal size trout by the fish commis­ 
sion’s hatcheries will become in­ 
creasingly effective as streams in 
which they are placed are improved. 
Trout stream improvement has 
three major features—building of 
dams, retards, arid current deflec­ 
tors to provide protection for the 
fish in periods of low water and in­ 
crease areas for forage, improve­ 
ment and cleaning out of small 
spring brook tributaries or feeders, 
and increasing natural growth and 
foliage on the shores. 
While retards and dams, if prop­ 
erly constructed, are beneficial to 
smaller, swift streams of low tem ­ 
perature, the construction of cur­ 
rent deflectors on 
larger, higher 


temperature trout waters also Is es­ 
sential. 
The fish commission, al its re­ 
cently acquired site on Spring creek. 
Centre county, will install various 
types of stream improvement to 
serve as a guide for sportsmen con­ 
templating such projects for other 
sections of the state.
